W a sh in g t o n, February 14th.— Repre­ 
sentative Wm. H. Martin, of Athens, Tex., 
to-day made his maiden speech in the 
House. This in itself is not a remarkable 
fact, but Mr. Martin has a peculiar position 
in the eyes of his country. 
He is a typical 
Texan in appearance—tall, lean and raw­ 
boned, with trickles of tobacco always 
panging to his mustache (more or less), 
arid he has always disdained fine clothes. 
He wears his vest open—so open, in fact, 
that at first glane 
one sees more shirt- 
front than anything else. 
Mr. Martin 
achieved fame the first day he arrived here. 
W hen retiring that night he blew out the 
gas, and only the promptness of the hotel 
watchman and hard work of a doctor pre­ 
vented a vacancy in the Second Congress­ 
ional District of Texas. 
To-day a report was presented from the 
Committee on l’riuting to print 7,000 addi­ 
tional copies of the Consular report relative 
to cattle and dairy products in Europe. 
Mr. Hatch moved that 25,000, instead of 
7,000 copies be printed. 
Regardless of the 
fact that he had not been recognized by the 
Chair and that another member had the 
floor, Mr. Martin got up, aüd in steutorian 
tones uttered the words, “ Mr. Speaker!” 
No sooner had he paid this tribute than 
Speaker Carlisle brought his gavel down 
with a thud on his desk. 
But Mr. Martin 
had gazed at herds of wild steers without 
flinching, and a little thing like the Speak­ 
er's gavel was not going to discourage him. 
“ Every farmer in the land,” he said— 
[bang! went the Speaker s gavel]—” should 
have [hang!] a copy of this valuable book 
[bang !] and we could not use the money 
[bang!] in the Treasury [bang!] more prof­ 
itably [bang!] than by giving the farmers 
this information.”

During the course of this short speech, 
Mr. M artin’s arm had been flying around 
his head like an arm of a windmill, and 
having finished what he had to say he se­ 
renely sat down. 
The whole House applauded, and so vig­ 
orously had Mr. Carlisle wielded his gavel, 
that as Mr. Martin concluded the Speaker's 
emblem of authority was only a shadow of 
its former self. Then there was a funny 
scene.

No 
vested right had accrued by reason of this 
contract, and Congress had the power and 
right to step forward and enact legislation 
which would carry out the objects of the 
grant. 
The committee then arose.

There is also a small reservation created 
opposite Fort Thompson, on the lower 
Missouri river, which is set apart for oc­ 
cupancy by the lower Brule Indians, if 
they care to take it. 
The principal portion of the present 
reservation which is thrown open to settle­ 
ment lies between W hite and Cheyenne 
rivers.

CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 


N ew Y o r k , February 14th.—An investi­ 
gation of the cause of the accident on the 
elevated railroad on Brooklyn this after­ 
noon shows there was gross carelessness on 
the part of the workmen. Columns and 
transverse girders are erected by derricks 
standing on the ground. Then a traveling 
derrick moves forward on longitudinal gird­ 
ers and raises those for the next span. It is 
clamped 
fast 
to 
the 
girders 
that 
it 
rests 
upon, 
to 
lift 
those 
to 
be put in place. The girder about to 
be 
lifted weighed six tons and was 
sixty feet long. Tne girders on which the 
derrick rested, and which had been put up 
on Monday, were fastened in their places 
only by four rivets each at the top, the lower 
Ilange being unsecured to the transverse 
girders. The upright columns had not 
een permanently fastened in their sockets, 
but were held in their places onlv with 
steel wedges. These had not been driven 
securely, and the columns tottered with the 
weight of the moving engine and the der­ 
rick, and this caused the girders to move so 
as to snap the rivets and pitch everything 
into the street.

For some years theCentral Pacific people 
have been considering the practicability of 
utilizing the old Placerville route for their 
road. The money expended iu the last few 
years to keep the track clear from snow and 
the constant renewing ot snow-sheds would 
have built the proposed route. 
The Placerville route was the first sur­ 
veyed, and would have been built had the 
people along that route had enterprise 
enough to have stood on the proposition. 
Thejr thought they had a dead thing, and 
so lost their opportunities. 
A survey has been made to Placerville 
already, and the surveyors had orders to 
keep the line well up, and the line, as now 
surveyed, is 200 feet higher than there is 
any necessity of having it, unless the m an­ 
agement intends to go on to the lumber 
regions about Lake Tahoe.

Several persons were killed by a street car ac­ 
cident In Brooklyn.

THE CHINESE CASE. 


The Supreme Court of the I ’nited States 
lias decided that a Chinaman seeking to 
enter the I'nited Stales without a certifi­ 
cate, as required hy the Act of 1882, and 
refused such admission hy the Collector of 
the port where he seeks to land, is entitled 
to sue out a writ of habeas corpus; that 
having done so, the United States District 
Court has jurisdiction of the case, and on 
the hearing of the writ, may order the ap­ 
plicant to lie admitted, notwithstanding he 
cannot produce the certificate required— 
that is, of course, if proof is made to the 
satisfaction of the Court that he was a 
resident of the United States prior to the 
passage of the Restriction Act of 1882. 
T he Court holds that when the Chinaman 
is refused admission, and kept ii¡hui the 
vessel on which he arrives, he is in cus­ 
tody hv color of authority, and hence is 
entitled to have the claim of right to hold 
liim inquired into. Under the Restriction 
Act of 1882 he was entitled to enter on 
producing the certificate required. 
Under 
the amendment to that Act, made in 1884, 
such certificate was made “ the only evi­ 
dence to establish his right to re-entry.” 
T he Chinaman referred to left the Uniled 
States after the passage of the Aet of 1882, 
and before the passage of the amendatory 
Aet of 1884. 
The Supreme Court consid­ 
ered the case under the Act of 1882. 
ilut Justices ltarlan, Field and Lamar 
dissent, and hold that even under the Act 
of 1882 the Chinaman could not enter 
w ithout producing the 
certificate, and 
that 
if he 
had 
one 
originally, 
and 
lost 
it, 
that 
is 
his 
misfortune. 
This 
is, 
as 
the 
people 
of 
Cali­ 
fornia 
have 
understood 
the 
letter 
and the spirit of the Restriction Act of 
1882. 
The amendment of 1884 was simply 
emphasis, and affirmatively declared the 
intent of the original decree of Congress. 
1 nder the decision, any Chinaman who is 
rcfiiMsl admission can he landed on a writ 
of habeas corpus, and liefore his case can 
be heard—because of the m ultiplicity of 
such cases—he can post himself sufficiently 
to prove by his own oath and that of oth­ 
ers the necessary prior residence. 
The 
Courts, unable to unearth the perjury, are 
helpless, and so it comes about that the 
law makes a hole through the Restriction 
Act by which Chinese immigration, in vi- 
elation of the intention of Congress, may 
continue. 
The Supreme Court having interpreted 
the law as it is, it must bo accepted as final, 
unpleasant as it is to California. 
The ne­ 
cessity is emphasized, however, for such 
treaty amendment and such exjilicit legis­ 
lation as i- possible to meet the objections 
interposed hy the deeisiou. 
If one is de­ 
prived of his liberty who stands outside 
and clamors for the gates to open, and the 
w rit of habeas corpus may issue for him, it 
is difficult to see how any legislation can he 
framed that will successfully cross that 
right, 
\ e t i t may lie possible to define 
the testimony admissible on the hear­ 
ing of the writ so as to carry out the 
intent of the Act of 1884. 
Unquestion­ 
ably, howev r, the means of avoiding the 
olistaelcs raised by the decision will lie 
very difficult to attain, short of a new 
treaty with China and one with the Itrit- 
ish Government regarding exclusion of 
Chinese starting from its ports. 


A DISORGANIZES. 


There are evidences that the Knights of 
Labor at the East are beginning to realise 
th e truth of 
the 
oft-repeated 
words, 
“ Strikes do not pay.” 
Some of the lead­ 
er» in the Middle States have come frankly 
to the front and confessed that true wis­ 
dom finds better methods of attaining 
rights than by attempts to coerce employ­ 
ers and intim idate employes. 
As the 
Cleveland Leader well says, 
Not only do 
strikes not pay, and mainly fail, hut they 
represent a suicidal policy for labor organ­ 
izations.” 
That is to say, as in every 
strike, the labor organizations lose some 
percentage of memliership, the organized 
labor foree is diminished in proportion as 
strikes are promoted. 
In the case of the 
street car strike in New York two years 
ago, a large majority of the strikers de­ 
serted the Knights of Labor, and have not 
since, in any considerable number, re­ 
turned to fellowship in the Order. 
In the 
same year. ISSli, there was a strike of mag 
uitude in Newark, N. .1., am.mg the em­ 
ployes of manufactories. 
It is in testi­ 
mony that it was due to the leader­ 
ship 
of 
certain 
restless 
men 
in 
the K nights 
of 
Labor, 
who counted 
np.m 
the 
strength 
of 
the 
Order 
to carry them through. 
But it dismally 
failed to do s -. 
After a heavy loss of time 
and wages these “ leaders ” projiosed arbi­ 
tration, hut it was refused. 
The men real­ 
ized that they had been led on to error, 
and deserted the leaders by the score. 
As 
a last resort these fellows issued an order 
for the men to return to work until new 
strength had been gathered. 
The men, 
however, ignored t he order, iuformed their 
emplov rs that ih°v returned to w-~rk of 


their own motion, and in addition w ith­ 
drew from the Knights. So, to-day in 
Newark, we are told there is a member­ 
ship of Knights of hut 8,000, where a year 
anti a half ago the Assemblies numbered 
13,000 members. 
At Pittsburg, in the 
present month, a strike failed and 1,000 
men of those returning to work sent in 
resignations to District Asssembly No. 3. 
80 it ¡Hat every point where a strike fails, 
anti most of them fail. The strike remedy 
is a disorganizer; it is a wage anil time 
loser ami its office is to foster discontent 
anil bring wage-earning into disrepute. 


T h k Senate Committee 011 Education 
has unanimously instructed its Chairman to 
“ report favorably the hill providing for 
the appointment of a Commission of five 
|>ersou.s, all of whom shall not he advo­ 
cates of total abstinence, to investigate the 
alcoholic liquor traffic, its relations to 
revenue and taxation, anil its general 
economy, anil criminal and moral and 
scientific as|>ects, in connection with pau­ 
perism, criminal social vice, public health 
and the general welfare of the people, anil 
also to inquire and take testimony as to 
the practical results of license and prohib­ 
itory legislation for the prevention of in­ 
temperance in the several States of the 
Union.” 
This inquiry, we do not believe, 
will throw any light upon the subject ad­ 
ditional to that the country now possesses. 
It may, however, satisfy the ardent advo­ 
cates of prohibition, and possibly it may 
dispel some errors. 
The Commission w ill 
be an expensive affair at best, and will 
leave the subject-matter very much where 
it. found it, as to the facts, because, as we 
look at it, no testimony can he produced 
before it that has not been marshaled al­ 
ready bv statisticians and the temperance 
people. 
So far as the manufacturers and 
dealers in liquors are concerned, they 
ought, to welcome the Commission and 
favor a full inquiry. 
W hatever the facts 
and their relation to society and gov­ 
ernment, their official development will 
settle a great deal of dispute that is vex­ 
atious. 
In this aspect of the case, there­ 
fore, the Commission may do good; but, 
as either a temperance or an anti-regula­ 
tion step, we do not think the advocates of 
prohibition have much to hope for from it 
nor the liquor men much to fear. 


T h e majority of the Board of Supervis­ 
ors—Messrs. Tebbets, Ross and Bates—by 
whose votes it has been determined that 
re-registration shall lie hail of the voters of 
Sacramento county, are entitled to public 
commendation. 
It is no secret that pow­ 
erful influences are greatly disgruntled at 
this action, and were so averse to its being 
taken that they openly manifested their 
hostility to the proposition. 
It is justifi­ 
able to conclude that it was not the mere 
cost of the work th at so stirred these pow­ 
ers. 
They were not nearly so much con­ 
cerned for the economic administration of 
county government as for those speechless 
voters who, though they are dead yet are 
vivified by the enthusiasm of an election 
contest. 
The majority of the Board has 
reflected the best public sentiment in pass­ 
ing the ordinance for re-registration, and 
have thus earned the approval of all who 
stand for a fair ballot and an honest count. 


B ei.va L ockw ood has utterly dashed 
her chances for the Presidency. She has 
been so thoughtless as to write a long letter 
defending the polygamous practices in 
Utah upon the basis of religious tolerance. 
Not that she approves of polygamy, hut 
she favors the admission of Utah regardless 
of the existence of polygamy therein, since 
he holds that the Mormons adhere to it 
from religious conviction. 
We are sorry 
for Belva. Certainly, she can never be 
President, after that. 


Now tiiat the authors and publishers 
have agreed that a bill looking toward the 
establishment of a system of international 
copyright ought to l>e passed, even if it i» 
not just what both want, we shall probably 
make some legislative advance in this im ­ 
portant matter. 
Heretofore the authors 
and publishers have been working at cross 
purposes and defeating each other, leaving 
the private publishers at leisure to pluck 
the tree. 
Certain changes arc proposed bv 
the agreement arrrived at ¡11 the Chace 
hill—that is, to modify the non-importa­ 
tion section, so as to admit foreign editions 
of American copyrighted hooks. 
It 
is 
asked, too, that the publication he made 
simultaneous in the foreign and our own 
•ountrv, in order to put in operation the 
benefits of the Aet.

SUCCESSFUL AMERICAN. 


STORY OF SENATOR STANFORD’S 
INTFIU STINU LIFE.

()ne of the most prominent figures in the 
Senate, a man who is (minted out perhaps 
as often as any other, is Senator Stanford. 
Tall, but well proportioned, with a gray­ 
ish mustache and whiskers, a full, round 
head well covered with hair turning gray, 
a strong none, an expressive mouth and an 
expansive forehead, Senator Stanford sits 
easily in his chair apparently little inter­ 
ested, hut at the same time a deep observer 
of all that passes about him. 
AN ALBANY 110Y. 
In 1824 Lei and Stanford was born in a 
farmer’s house on the Schenectady turn­ 
pike, three miles from Albany. 
lie was 
the son of a prosperous farmer of good 
American stock, w ith a lineage going back 
to the early colonial days. 
A farmer’s 
boy he was and continued to be until his 
seventeenth year, sturdy, stalwart, indus­ 
trious and intelligent. 
At the age of 17 
he went to the Cazenovia Seminary where 
Philip I». Armour, Senator Hawley, Chits. 
Dudley W arner, Bishop Andrews 
and 
many other men, now prominent in Amer­ 
ican life, received their early education. 
SEEKING A PROFESSION. 
Young Stanford had made up his mind 
to study the law and to seek his fame and 
fortune in that inviting profession, espe­ 
cially inviting at that time to American 
youth with an inclination to public life. 
At Cazenovia he was a careful, plodding 
student, not especially brilliant, but with 
a genius for hard work which made him 
conspicuously successful. 
Leaving the in­ 
stitution he went to Albany and studied 
law in theoffieeof H enry W heaton. There 
were two other members of the firm, Mr. 
Doolittle and Amos K. Hadley. 
After 
remaining in this office for three vears 
young Stanford, always am bitious' and 
eager to do for himself, was impressed by 
Horace Greeley’s advice to “Go West.” He 
was advised hy Mr. W heaton to continue 
the study of law and was promised the 
place of Mr. Doolittle when the latter re­ 
tired from the firm, as lie expected to 
within a few years. 
But the young man 
was restless and was not satisfied by the 
promise. Mr. Hadley advised him to open 
an office in Albany. 
H e said: “ If you 
will get ready for business, business will 
get ready for you.” 
After thinking the 
m atter over carefully young Stanford re­ 
sol veil to go West, and in 1848 he started 
for Chicago. 
DRIVEN OUT BY MOSQUITOES. 
A rriving in th at city with letters of in­ 
troduction from Albany friends lie foresaw 
its coming growth, but was so disturbed hy 
the attacks of clouds of mosquitoes, to 
which he had a special aversion, that he 
finally, in disgust, packed up his belong­ 
ings and started for Fort Washington, 
about thirty miles from Milwaukee. 
He 
liad been lead to believe that it would lie- 
come a thriving city by his observations 
on the way to Chicago. 
He noticed many 
immigrants arriving in the town, which 
was just being laid out. 
Many new build­ 
ings were being erected, and while at the 
depot he had been told by a gossiper that 
Fort W ashington was bound to become a 
great and prosperous W estern metrtqiolis. 
For three years young Stanford remained 
at Fort W ashington practicing law. 
In 
that time he had made nearly $2,000, all 
of which had licen alisurlasl in the pur­ 
chase of a library. 
This was the largest 
and best law library in the State at that 
time, and its reputation was so widespread 
that the Supreme Court Judges often trav­ 
eled from Milwaukee to Fort W ashington 
to consult its volumes. 
HIS FIRST MISFORTUNE. 
Fate pointed out the way to the young 
man. One night a fire broke out which 
consumed the building 
containing the 
young lawyer’s office, 
lie arrived on the 
scene in time to see tlie flames licking up 
his precious library and all the contents of 
his office. 
There, while gazing at the re­ 
morseless flames, he says lie decided to go 
to California, 
lie had five brothers living 
in Sacramento who had been anxious to 
have him with them, and lie resolved that 
he would go 
Taking what he had accu­ 
mulated—about $600—and selling a little 
piece of timber laud—about forty acres— 
which he had purchased, he left Fort 
Washington with $1,000, the accumulation 
of three years. 
A MODEST AMBITION. 
lie had resolutely made up hi» mind to 
go to California, the land that was then 
supposed to lie flowing with milk and hon­ 
ey, with occasional chunks of gold thrown 
in, to stav a year or two, save $10,000, 
and return. 
H e went at once into a store 
at Sacramento and finding business profita­ 
ble, continued in it, and at the close of 
three years found himself worth over 
$ 10,000, and quite contented with the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
His business continued to im­ 
prove, and as his fortune grew larger his 
alert and active mind began to take in 
wider fields of operation. 
AN ALBANY ENGINEER’S SUGGESTION. 
The young man remembered that when 
a lad, an engineer named Asa W hitney, of 
Albany, had frequently talked to Mr. 
Stanford’s father in regard to a project for 
the building of a railroad to Oregon. W hit­ 
ney was one of the engineers who built the 
old Albany and Schenectady Railroad. 
11c was a man of prominence and an en­ 
gineer of conceded ability. 
A t that early 
day he had in his mind the project of a 
trans-continental railroad, and young Stan­ 
ford. who had listened to the conversations 
between his father and W hitney, and who 
still bore in mind the suggestions that had 
been developed, was impressed with the be­ 
lief that the time had come, or would soon 
come, when the “ iron horse” would cross 
the continent. About this time a surveyor 
had been traveling about the Rockies mak­ 
ing surveys. 
There was a general impres­ 
sion abroad th at a railroad would shortly 
lie built, and this surveyor, more enter­ 
prising than some others, already iiogan to 
look over the field to find a railroad pass 
in the mountains. 
CONCEIVING A GREAT PROJECT. 
Mr. Stanford, at his store, consulted with 
his brothers and with H untington ami 
Crocker, who were also store-keepers and 
intim ate friends, and together thev seri­ 
ously discussed the project of a railroad 
that would reach into the mining camps 
on the borders of Nevada. 
These camps 
were then being located. 
The rates of 
freightage were very high, and it was seen 
beyond doubt that a railroad, no m atter if 
it was very costly to build, would bring in 
a handsome revenue. 
The engineer who 
had made the surveys was called in the 
council, and finally it was decided to or­ 
ganize under the State law and build a 
road over the Sierras abont 150 miles for 
the transportation of mining supplies and 
materials, as well as for passenger busi­ 
ness. 
This road of course would have no 
Eastern terminus of importance, but it was 
hojied if the project for the construction of 
a trans-continental railroad from Omaha 
West was taken up, that their line would 
1h> made the W estern outlet. 
THE BEGINNING OF THE ROAD. 
Mr. Stanford and Messrs. Huntington 
and Crocker started on horseback to go oyer 
the route and examine its difficulties. 
They had made up their mind that if 
there had been a water route to the min­ 
ing territory which they sought to reach, 
or if there was any other means of reach­ 
ing it excepting by oxen and mules, the 
building of a railroad would lie a hazardous 
venture. 
But, as the Senator said to me, 
“we decided th at we could compete with 
mule teams and oxen and make money, 
and reaching this decision we started to 
build the road.” 


o v e r c o m i n g o b s t a u l i s . 
W hile the prospector- and ] respective 
owners of the irans-continental route were 
at tiie highest and most dangerous point 
ou the mountain divide, they sat and 


looked down a distance of 1,100 feet. Here 
was where the railroad must climb to cross 
the Rocky Mountains, and as they sat and 
discussed the m atter various suggestions 
arose. 
One of the party in a bantering 
strain said that possibly a derrick might 
be erected by which the cars could be 
lifted. 
Others made various suggestions, 
but finally engineering skill was brought 
to Ixstr, and it was found that, though the 
grade would be very steep and the road 
would be very expensive to build, yet this 
greatest olistacle could lie surmounted, and 
so eventually it was. 
The story of the 
road everyone knows. 
It was built and 
became profitable. 
Then the Government 
projected its railway to the Pacific, and 
the pioneers in the first enterprise, obtain­ 
ing charters in the various States and then 
securing the concession from the Govern­ 
ment, undertook and carried through the 
magnificent enterprise, anil said Senator 
Stanford ; “ We had great difficulties and 
encountered many obstacles. 
I am im­ 
pressed with the belief that if we had 
clung to our first road under the exclu­ 
sive privileges we had, we would have 
made in the end as much money from that 
as we did hy starting in on a larger pro­ 
ject." 


DIFFICULT RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 
Speaking of the difficulties which they 
met lie said it required the labor of 10*­ 
000 Chinamen und 3,000 white men four 
years to build the first 150 miles, and that 
half that force of nn 11 in ten days h-ss 
than ten months subsequently built 500 
miles of the transcontinental road over the 
plains. 
TALKING POLITICS. 
Mr. Stanford does not hesitate to discuss 
political questions, and speaks of them 
with great freedom. 
He said in reference 
to his vote in favor of the confirmation of 
Secretary Lamar to the Supreme Court 
Judgeship that he felt that Mr. Lamar 
was as good as any other Southern man, 
and if he were not confirmed perhaps a 
more unworthy 
nomination 
would be 
thrust upon the Senate. 
Senator Stanford 
believes in protection to American indus­ 
tries, and thinks the time has come for the 
abolition in lu g e part at least of the in­ 
ternal war taxes. 
Concerning the Presi­ 
dential situation he says the Pacific States 
will favor any man who can carry the 
State ot New 
Yotk, and that it is only 
necessary for the delegates from New 
5 ork to name their candidate to have him 
chosen. 
A BELIEVER IN CALIFORNIA. 
Senator Stanford believes in the future 
of California. 
lie says th at there are now 
five transcontinental lines—perhaps more 
than traffic warrants—and that there is 
but very little need of a transcontinental 
canal. 
California is receiving the benefit 
of large immigration and there is a nat­ 
ural rise in property, though ¡11 the south­ 
ern part ot the State there has been a lit­ 
tle toe much booming. 


HABITS OF LIFE. 
A more plainly dressed man than Sena­ 
tor Stanford cannot be found in Washing­ 
ton. 
He wears a plain black cravat, 110 
diamonds, neat gold shirt studs and his 
fingers are not adorned with rings. 
His 
suit is of plain, though fine black material 
and a» he sits in his home resplendent with 
the richest pictures, bric-a-brac and other 
furnishings that wealth can provide, he 
seems himself to lie without a trace of 
pride or egotism. 
It is his habit to rise 
at 8 in the morning and breakfast is his 
best meal. 
W hen at his home in Califor­ 
nia he walks a mile and a half tohisoffice, 
has a light lunch at noon, walks to his 
home at night, and retires by 10 or 11. He 
is suffering nt present somewhat from 
nervous prostration, and is not sleeping as 
well as in the past, but his constitution is 
still vigorous and his health on the whole 
quite as good as it has been during the 
past few years. 
Senator Stanford takes 
great pride in Albany. 
The first words 
with which lie greeted me were; “ It docs 
me good to meet some one from Albany.” 
His eyes sparkle and a smile lightens iiis 
face when one converses with him about 
Albany topics, ami in his conversation he 
speaks as familiarly of Albany sights and 
scenes and of Albany people as if lie were 
still a resilient at the State capital. 
A POWER AT WASHINGTON. 
Senator Stanford is conceded to l«' one 
of the strongest members on the Republi­ 
can side of the Senate. 
In Washington 
his friends are numberless. 
He entertains 
with delightful hospitality, and Mrs. Stan­ 
ford lends her charming presence to many 
leading social events. 
As a politkiau 
Senator Stanford’s influence in his own 
State is paramount, while in W ashington 
his views always command close attention. 
He does not speak frequently or elabo­ 
rately 111 the Senate, hut when he ad­ 
dresses th at body he speaks with force and 
vigor. 
Remembering him as one of Al­ 
bany’s favored sons, those of us who live 
at the capital of our State must always 
feel a pride in the dazzling and creditable 
career of Senator Stanford.

B E A L E S T A T E T R A N S F E R S . 


S h a sta l ’a rk a n il P r o te c tin g S tre a m s. 
The San Francisco Chronicle says: Gen­ 
eral Land Agent W illiam H . Mills, of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, speaking of the 
schem e for reserving a tract of land abont 
M ount 
Shasta 
for a 
National 
Park, 
says that some of 
the ideas suggested 
in the plan have been em bodied in the 
receut report of Assistant Secretary M uld- 
row to C ongress; that som e of the sugges- 
tre.slions m ade b> Mr. M uhirow for the pro­ 
tection oi tim ber lauds about tlie sources of 
stream s were very good, and should have 
been m ade to apply in this State long ago. 
T here was, however, one vital defect in the 
recom m endation, and that was that the 
reservations could he disposed o f only 011 
proof given to the Secretary of the Interior 
that the land is m ore available for agricult­ 
ural purposes. 
Mr. Mills said that in such 
case the “ p roof” w ould generally be in 
favor of the farm ing of the lands w herever 
this was possible. 
H e believed th at the 
G overnm ent could never have these lands 
properly protected until they were granted 
to the different States in trust. 
If this 
were done, it would be seen to th at the 
process of tim ber denudation would not 
go on as it would otherw ise. The m ove­ 
m ent to prevent the deforesting of the land 
about the heads of such stream s as the 
Sacram ento and F eather rivers and the 
waters flowing through the Yosemite V al­ 
ley was, he believed, a popular one, but rt 
could only be successfully accom plished by 
State control of the lands. 
Senator Stanford's attention has been a t­ 
tracted to the need of a better plan for the 
prevention of illicit tim ber-cutting, and it 
is thought th at he will urge State control of 
the lim ber tracts about th eliead so t stream s 
throughout the U nited States.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


CITY TRUSTEES. 
C oal C o n tract—A C om m unication from 
th e Im p ro v em en t A ssociation. 
The first business transacted by the City 
Trustees at the meeting yesterday was the 
reading of a communication from property 
owners on Front street asking that a side­ 
walk eight feet wide be placed on the east 
side of that street from R to T. The Board 
informed Thomas Hayne, the man who 
brought in the communication, that an or­ 
der had already been made to that effect 
and the work would be done as soon as 
possible. 
The Chief Engineer of the Water Works 
reported that for the week ending Sunday, 
February 12th, 10,328 000 gallons of water 
had been pumped. The Holly pump com­ 
pleted the work alone in 168 hours. 
The report of the Hartford Steam Boiler 
Inspection Company, who were engaged to 
examine the machinery of the Water 
Works, was in substance as follows: "That 
all the fire sheets were uniform and in 
good condition, the seams and tubes were 
tight and the boiler settings and connec­ 
tions in good order.” 
The Improvement Association sent in a 
communication asking that the Board, in 
levying the taxes for the coming year, pro­ 
vide a sufficient fund for the disposition of 
the garbage and offal that is deposited upon 
the streets and alleys of the city, as they 
believed such action would greatly add to 
the appearance and health of the city ; also, 
that Ordinance No. 60 be amended as fol­ 
lows : 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
residing or doiug business ou any street or alley 
in this city to throw or distribute any paper 
upon the sidewalks or streets, or sweep or de­ 
posit or place any ashes, offal or rubbish of any 
kind in any water-closet or cesspool, or on any 
sidewalk, gutter, street or alley within the city 
limits: but shall deposit the ashes, offal or 
sw eepings in boxes or barrels and place them 
on the outer edge of the sidewalk before 7 
o'clock a. m., and it shall be the duty of the par­ 
ties having the contract for cleaning said streets 
aud alleys to remove the contents of boxes or 
barrels so placed as soon thereafter as possible. 
The communication ia signed by G. L. 
Simmons, J. O. Coleman, G. G. Tyrrell, 
Joseph Hahn and E. Ii. Hamilton. 
The lone Coal and Iron Company was 
awarded tfie contract for furnishing coal 
for the Water Works for the next six 
months, commencing at midnight last 
night. The contract price was $2 65. 
which is segregated as follows : $1 40 per 
ton at the mine, $1 per ton freight and 
twenty cents per ton drayage from the cars 
to the Water Works. 
The Mayor was selected to purchase 
some orange and lemon trees to plant in­ 
side the curbing of the plaza on the side 
fronting on J street. 
An order was made that resolutions be 
passed in which the Board express their 
respect to the memory of the late Master 
Mechanic, A. J. Stevens. 
It was ordered that the Street Commis­ 
sioner be directed to post notices calling 
for sealed proposals for improving Twenty- 
second street from J to L and Nineteenth 
from P to Y. 
A resolution of intention was passed to 
grade and improve Twenty-second street 
from the center line of F to the center line 
of Y. 
It was also ordered that the City En­ 
gineer prepare plans and specifications for 
the improvement of Nineteenth street from 
P to Y and also Twentv-second street from 
L to J. 
* 
D eath from N atu ral C ause. 
Yesterday mqf .ring it was reported at the 
Coroner's office that a man had been found 
dead in an old cabin near the ruins of the 
woolen mills at Sixteenth and C streets. 
The Coroner’s assistants were sent to the 
place indicated and found a man dead, 
lying in one of the bunks. The remains 
were removed to the Coroner's office, and 
thoroughly examined by County Physician 
G. A. White. No bruises were discovered 
upon the body. A slightscratch was found 
on the right side of the nose, near the eye, 
from which blood had trickled down over 
his face. Hr. White said this wound was 
caused by rats, and that death had resulted 
from natural causes. The corpse was that 
of a man of middle age, and rathei short in 
stature. He was roughly dressed and bore 
the appearance of a laboring man. His 
cheeks were considerably sunken, of very 
sallow complexion, and his chin was cov­ 
ered with a thin, dark, stubby beard. He 
is known to be an Englishman, about 59 
years old. He was lust seen alive about 8 
o'clock Monday evening, in the vicinity of 
the cabin in which he died. He is lately 
from Stockton ami I.atrobe. Nothing was 
found on him to lead to his identity. An 
inquest was held on the remains, and the 
jury returned a verdict in accordance with 
the above facts. 
'* H om e A gain." 
Yesterday morning B. R. Crocker, who 
has been suffering at Los Angeles for the 
past month from a broken limb, caused by 
the smashup of a buggy, arrived in this 
city, having been transported from I.os 
Angeles in the Directors’ ear. Dr. G. L. 
Simmons met Mr. Crocker at the depot, 
and blankets having been secured, the pa­ 
tient was conveyed to a wagon and thence 
to his home. Though he is not well yet, 
Mr. Crocker is iu excellent spirits and as 
jolly as ever. Everybody was anxious to 
assist in carrying the patient to the wagon, 
and in the roars of laughter which Mr. 
Crocker provoked by his sayings, some of 
the men almost forgot what they were do­ 
ing, and came near dropping him. As he 
was taken from the ear lie said: “ I’m 
glad to get back in God’s country once 
more." lie is thoroughly cured of the Los 
Angeles fever, and would' not live in that 
section if they would give him the entire 
southern portion of the State. 


New Departures—Interesting Letter from 
Dr. I. E. Dwinell. 
The open-air service of the Hammond 
meetings, at Sixth and K streets, drew a 
large crowd again last night, just before 7 
o’clock. Brief talks, with singing inter­ 
spersed, were made by Mr. Hammond, 
Revs. Bander and McHatton, and Rev. Mr. 
Wright, of El Dorado. Another meeting 
is to be started at I'ifth and K streets to­ 
night.

The reading of the letter made a deep 
impression. The audience is beginning to 
get familiar with the songs, and the sing­ 
ing grows more spirited and general. Many 
doubtless are attracted by this feature of 
the service. After half an hour of singing, 
Air. Bander offered prayer, Mr. Hammond 
read Acts xvi. with comments, and the an­ 
nouncements were made. These included 
an all-day praj er-meeting on Friday at the 
Central M. E. Church, where the morning 
meetings are now held. 
The evangelist took for his text the 
words, " Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou sbalt he saved.” He said he pro­ 
posed to show the difference between a 
mere intellectual faith and a saving faith. 
“ Something more than intellectual l'aith is 
necessary to our salvation. We must in­ 
deed first believe in the history of Jesus 
Christ as we believe in the history of Na­ 
poleon : but there is a great deal more in 
saving faith than that. We must accept 
Him as our Savior; this step each 
must make for himself. The old theologians 
used to say there are four steps in coming 
to Christ: First, belief in testimony ; sec­ 
ond, assent; third, consent; fourth,"incum­ 
bency, or rest or trust in Him. The last is 
the important one. All the other three 
may be taken without salvation. These 
verses may help us to take this step: 
A guilty, weak and helpless worm, 
On Thy kind arms 1 fall. 
Be Thou my strength, my righteousness, 
My Jesus, and my all. 
“ In Williams College was a fine young 
man, brought up in a Christian family, 
and who knew the influences of Christian­ 
ity, but he was not a Christian. He was a 
classmate of mine, and I prayed for his 
conversion. Shortly after I had spoken to 
him he came to my room for me to pray 
with him, and was converted. A class­ 
mate soon came in and quizzed me about 
him ; said I had been rubbing onions in 
his eyes. 1 told him to come to the noon 
prayer-meeting. He got all the boys to 
come to see if Rutler—that was his name— 
would tell of his experience. The devil 
made a fool of himself that time. The 
handsome, bright young man stood up and 
told all his friends how he had given him­ 
self to God. When he was through there 
was hardly a dry eye there. Soon after, this 
tall,vigorous young man died with apoplexy. 
Mother, your son, your daughter may die 
one of these days. Why don’t you bring 
them to the meetings. 
“ But some one says, ‘Ah. Mr. Ham­ 
mond, after all you’ve said I’m a sinner 
yet.’

A sh W ednesday. 
To-day is Ash Wednesday. It is so called 
because of the ancient Roman Catholic 
custom of appearing in chuicli on that day 
with ashes strewn on the head as a sign of 
penitence. This day is the beginning of 
the Lenten season.» fasting time of forty 
days, not counting Sundays, before Easter, 
which falls on April 1st this year. This is 
observed by several churches, among which 
are the Roman Catholic and Protestant 
Episcopal Churches. The fast is commemo­ 
rative of our Lord’s fast during His temp­ 
tation in the wilderness. 
Archbishop Riordan has issued Lenten 
regulations for his diocese, which per­ 
mit (by dispensation granted for ten 
years, commencing on August 3d last), 
flesh meat at the principal meal on all days 
except Wednesdays, Fridays, Ember Sat­ 
urdays and the Saturday of Holy Week. 
Bread, fruits, vegetables and fish may be 
eaten at the collation, and by a ten years’ 
dispensation (granted on February 9,1887), 
butter, cheese, milk and ezgs. Lard may 
be used in preparing food at any time. 
When the principal meal cannot be taken 
at midday, it may be taken in the evening 
and the collation in the morning. Persons 
under 21 or over 60 years of age need not 
fa3t: people engaged in hard labor, the sick 
and tbe convalescent and those whom fast­ 
ing would injure in health are also exempt. 
They may eat flesh meat more than once on 
the days permitted. All days except Sundays 
are fast days of obligation on one meal. 
But flesh meat and fish at the same meal 
are prohibited, even on Sunday. The time 
for fulfilling the precept at Eastern com­ 
munion extends in the Archdiocese from 
the first Sunday of Lent to the end cf the 
Octave of Pentecost. The Rectors of the 
diocese are requested to have Lenten devo­ 
tions in their etiurches on Wednesday, Fri­ 
day and Sunday evenings of each week. 
Those who have any reasonable doubt as to 
their obligation to fast or abstain should 
consult their conlessor.

TEACHERS’ READING CIRCLES. 
A County Organization, and Local Circles 
in Sacramento and Elk Grove. 
At the County Institute held in this 
couny in November last, a Teachers’ Read­ 
ing Circle was formed under the constitu­ 
tion prescribed by the State Teachers’ Read­ 
ing Circle. Nearly eighty members have 
been enrolled, and some of which at least 
display a considerable enthusiasm. The 
movement has grown out of a conscious­ 
ness on the part of many prominent teach­ 
ers that English has been wofully neg­ 
lected in the past, and that in the require­ 
ments for a teacher’s certificate it has not 
been assigned any place commensurate 
with its importance. It is, however, be­ 
ginning to be realized more and more that 
no matter how high a percentage a candi­ 
date makes in arithmetic, spelling, gram­ 
mar, history, geography, etc., unless he is 
in some degree at least conversant with the 
literature of his mother tongue, he lacks 
the most essential qualification of a 
teacher. 
It is further felt that the wearing char­ 
acter of the teacher's duties, and the large 
amount of work he must necessarily do 
out of school hours, with his somewhat 
isolated condition, in rural districts espe­ 
cially, combine to prevent systematic study 
for his own improvement 
It has been determined, therefore, to 
have outlined a course of study or reading 
that will combine literary, historical and 
psychological research, in which all teach­ 
ers may join. In some places last year a 
number who are not teachers joined the 
local circle for the sake of mental im­ 
provement. 
The Circle of this county fully organized 
on January 14th, at a meeting held in the 
Saciamento High School. A local Circle 
has been formed at Elk Grove, and an­ 
other, which meets fortnightly, in Sacra­ 
mento. The County Circle meets once a 
month to review what has been read in the 
local Circles, or individually, during the 
month. The second regular meeting of 
the County Circle was held last Saturday in 
the High School, where all its meetings 
are held. Though very few were present 
from this city there 
were several 
from the country, especially from Elk 
Grove. Those present were both interested 
and profiled. The life of Pericles and that 
of Fabius Alaximas were discussed, aud 
several essays and addresses were given. 
One gentleman from the country remarked 
that the reading so far was a great help in 
the usual work of the school-room. All 
present seemed to agree on this point. 
The next meetingof the local Circle will 
be held in the High School building on 
Alonday, February 21st, at 7 p.m ., when 
the life of Demosthenes, the great Athenian 
orator, will be taken up. Then will follow 
the life of Cicero. Both of these lives will 
be discussed at the regular monthly meet­ 
ing to be held on March 10th. 
CALIFORNIA HOPS. 
M iddle M en P o ck et A ll th e P rofits aud 
th e P ro d u cer G ets L eft. 
A. Menke, the most extensive hop- 
grower in California, whose yards are on 
the bottom lands of the American river 
in this county, has returned from the East, 
where he disposed of his crop to excellent 
advantage. He says the consumers in the 
East were glad to meet him, glad to be able 
to deal directly with the producer and 
chept the middleman out of his commis­ 
sions. “ These middlemen,” remarked 
Mr. Menke, “ get away with all the 
profits.” Pacifies are quoted in the East 
at from 12 to 13 cents. A letter dated New 
York, February 8th, received in this city 
yesterday, says: 
“ There is but little change to note in 
this market since our last. Exports have 
somewhat increased, while imports have 
fallen off. The receipts from the interior 
also show a considerable decrease, indicat­ 
ing less business doing in the country. 
Importers say that but few more German 
hops will come here this season unless 
something happens to cause an advance in 
our prices. England at present is bidding 
more for them than we are, and this diverts 
the trade. Considerable quantities of old 
hops are changing hands. 
Some are 
bought by speculators to be Held by them 
against the contingency of a failure in the 
next crop, while others are being secured 
to send to the Waterville establishment to 
be turned into extract. 
The movement is 
chiefly in 18S5’s, for which three and four 
cents per pound is paid. At these ex­ 
tremely low figures there certainly cannot 
be much risk on the part of buyers. 
“ Pacifies are in demand, but as buyers 
do not seem willing to meet the views of 
holders the business is restricted. We 
think these hops ought to meet with more 
favor and bring better prices than are now 
current in view of the scarcity of choice 
‘ States ;’ but our brewers seem thoroughly 
imbued with the idea that ’ States ’ serve 
their purpose better than Pacifies, even 
though the latter makes the finest looking 
sample. 
“A lively export demand,with more will­ 
ingness on the part of shippers to take up 
the second grade, would tend to help the 
general m arket; but we presume the fact 
is that as the London market is alreadv 
overloaded with this class of goods it would 
be too risky at this time to exteud the 
business.”

A Forger Escape* State’s Prison by Pay­ 
ing $350. 
Some weeks ago a young man “ bilked ’’ 
a number of Sacramentaos, among others 
the Secretary of the Y'oung Men’s Christ­ 
ian Association in this city. He forged a 
check iu Yolo, came to this city and was 
arrested. It appears that crime can be 
compromised in Yolo, as the following 
from the Mail of yesterday plainly shows: 
The case of W. T. Hutchins was dis­ 
missed in the Superior Court yesterday, 
upon motion of tbe prosecution. The 
crime for which Hutchins was arrested was 
forging a check which was cashed by a 
Woodland bank. E. C. Gilbert identined 
Hutchins at the bank and caused his arrest 
upon learning that the check was a forgery. 
Mr. Gilbert reduced the charge to a mis­ 
demeanor in order to allow Hutchins to 
compromise ihe matter, asking a bonus of 
$250 (or double the amount of the check) 
as a basis of compromise. The arrest was 
made over four months ago, but time has 
been necessary to enable the prisoner to ar­ 
range matters so as to satisfy the claim of 
Mr. Gilbert, who availed himself of the 
opportunity to make the unfortunate pris­ 
oner pay liberally for his release or he pun­ 
ished for a serious charge. We feel confi­ 
dent that Mr. Hutchins is delighted over 
his narrow escape from .San Quentin, and 
equally cortain that Mr. Gilbert is morally, 
physically aud financially soothed by the 
neat, snug sum which he places in his 
purse for compromising a felony ; but as 
\rolo county has to pay the expense of 
keeping Mr.'Hutchins the time he was in 
jail, Mr. Gilbert ought to make some kind 
of a “ divy.”
